London—The Dublin correspondent 


of the London Evening Xews advised 
his paper Friday the resignation of 
Eamonn Do Valera as "president of 
the Irish republic" probably will be 
the outcome of the present fight over 
acceptance of the Anglo-Irish treaty. 


De Valcra was forced to his stand 


against the treaty by his recent pub- 
lic utterances, it, was said. 


Now the only outlet for bis wound- 


ed pride, after staking everything in 
a republic, is resignation. 
. Ulster's objections to the 
Anglo- 
Irish peace treaty were to be present 
*d to Premier Lloyd George A-iday 
by Sir James Craig. 
, . 
FEAR TARIFFS 


The Ulster leader's complaint is 


said to be that financial clauses in 
the pact would enable the south o' 
Ireland to impose unjust tariffs on 
Ulster. 


This object, if it is the only one pit 


forward by the Ulster premier, will 
not seriously effect application of the 
treaty, it was believed. 


Craig expressed no surprise on his 


arrival here that De Valera has op^ 
posed ratification of the treaty. 
^In view of his recent public utter- 


ances, it was rather too much to ex- 
pect he would immediatelv declare his 
agreement with the terms," Craig 
said. 


•All those In Sir James' party ex- 


pressed the belief that Sinn Fein ulti- 
mately/would agree to the pact. 


EXPECTED OPPOSITION 


-An optimistic air still prevailed in 


London despite the opposition met in 
the Dail cabinet where Eamonn De 
Valera-and two-other cabinet mem- 
'bers refused to endorse" the 
_ treaty. 


This opposition was expected and the 
belief is general here that a eoodly 


^majority of the Irish people_jire in' 


favor* of "acceptance and that the Dail 
will ratify the pact. 


A split in the Dail cabinet is looked 


trpon as a split throughout J3inn Fein. 
Therefore, the" entire weight of the 
powerful organization will not be 
thrown either way. 
' Every one here seems satisfied that 
Lloyd Gorge.'s cards were played ex- 
cellently. The release of. the interned 
prisoners just. before the cabinet 
meeting was a powerful factor, and a 
real tangible' expression oiff Sritisli 
opinion that could be seen easily by 
the ordinary man in Ireland. •

Takes His Time\In 


Daring Jail Flight

Little Bock, Ark.—Tom Slaughter, 


notorious bandit of the 
southwest, 


staged one of the most daring and 
spectacular prison breaks in south- 
western criminal history early Friday 
when he escaped from tho death cell 
of the state penitentiary hero. 


Following" his escape with six other 


convicts. Slaughter engaged in a gun 
battle with officers at Benton and 
Lonsdale and after eluding capture, is 
believed en route to' his old haunts 
in Texas or Oklahoma, 


Slaughter spent five-,hours wander- 


ing around inside the prison walls be- 
fore making? his final dash to" liberty. 


Feigning illness. Slaughter sum- 


moned a guard and asked for a 
blanket. The guard, opening the door 
and advancing to, the bandit's cot-, 
was covered by a, gun which friends 
lad smuggled to the prisoner. 


Slaughter disarmed tho guard and 


forced him. to lead the way to the 
warden's office where he "covered" 
three guards and forced them, to lay 
ciown on the floor_ while he disarmed 
thorn. 


Next he -went to the hospital ward 


whore ho forced a nurse to lead him 
to the quarters of the wife and daugh- 
ter of the •warden. These women he 
locked in. the; death cell. 


He then, threw open the lock which 


secured tho doors of the cells and 
told the convicts that all who wished 
to accompany him could do so. Six 
stated their desire to attempt 
the 


escape. The others refused. Among 
those who refused were six negroes 
under death sentence for participa- 
tion in the Elaine, Ark., riots, some 
time ago. 


Slaughter then locked the doors on 


the convicts who refused to accom- 
pany him. 


Proceeding1 to tho jail yard he:took 


tires from all the automobiles in the 
enclosure except the one in which ho 
planned to escape. He then went to 
the storehouse and ho and his six 
companions outfitted 
themselves 
in 


civilian clothes. 


*• Swinging open tho great gates of 
the penitentiary. Slaughter with his 
companions made their escape, about 
2:30 a. m.—Svo hours from the 'time 
ho gained' his freedom, from the death 
cell. 


No one was injured in the spectacu 


lar escape. 


Slaughter was under sentence of 


death for the alleged murder of a 
trusty at ,an. Arkansas prison, "farm 
last September.

Washington—AH the questions re- 


latin? to battleship"construction. sub- 
marines, fortifications and Far East- 
ern questions have been tied together 
and will be embodied in a general 
agreement.

This is the latest .development in 


the armament/confere^Ice and with it 
goes an explanation ot the talk of a 
four-power "treaty" or "alliance" as 
well as the various-steps that will b3 
taken in tho-immediate future. 


Instead 'of making'a separate ar- 


rangement on the ratio of strengthen 
battleships, the Japanese are being 
instructed to accept the American 
proposal on the understanding that 
there will be an agreement forbidding 
any increase in fortifications in the 
Pacific, .in agr-scment covering sub- 
marines and auxilliary craft and an 
agreement embodying the principles 
that shall apply to Chinese and paci- 
fic problems. 


The authority for the foregoing is 


Kotaro Mochinzuki, head of the op- 
position party, in the Japanese parlia- 
ment, who by arrangement with the 
Japanese embassy had a long conver- 
sation with 
President 
Harding on 


Wednesday at the White house. Since 
he is not an official 
delegate, 
Mr. 


Mochinzuki talks with less restraint. 
His conception of what is ahead in 
tho conference is based of course up- 
on intimate relationship not

questions" on tho agenda. Both the 
Americans and the Japanese ' were 
ready. 
Some criticism was heard 


about the 
policy of the, American 


delegation being ready "to sign away 
tho American navy" without' know- 
ing what the rest of the program in 
the Pacific- would be. This correspon- 
dent stated then that the " United 
Slates government had confident as- 
surances that the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance would not be renewed. -Coin- 
cidentally, however, the American 
pressure for, an acceptance of the 5- 
5-3 naval -ratio developed a delicate 
situation for the Japanese * cabinet 
which has hoped for an opportunity 
to prevent any appearance of conced- 
ing directly to the American view. 
Tho suggestion of a general agree- 
ment covering all the points being 
discussed in the "Washington confer- 
ence was seized upon as the way out. 
Hence the Japanese arc ready to ac- 
cede to the naval ratio on battleships 
and a plenary session will be held in 
a few days to announce that fact but 
the decision reached will not be ef- 
fective until an agreement has been 
made on other points.

Dried Apple Product Held by

- beled "Pure Cider" Brand

Milwaukee—Vinegar manufactured 


from dried apples and labeled "pure 
cidar vinegar" is in violation of the 
pure food law,-was a- ruling made in 
federal court here Thursday. 


The decision was the result of a 


libel action brought about by the gov- 
ernment asainst the Douglas Packing 
company of Canasiota. X. Y.. when 
vinegar made from dried apples was 
shipped into "Wisconsin and 
labeled 


"pure cider vinegar." 


The ruling has the weight of a t<r< 


case for similar action Instituted 
throughout the United Stales. 


The government based Its ruling on 


the principal contention that custom- 
ers should have the right to know 
whether the vinogar Is made from 
fresh or dried apples, despite the fact 
that there may be no material differ- 
ence- In the two products. The chargo 
of adultcraUon against the " company 
was dismissed.

'According to all reports from Washiug- 


ton.. including official sources, ii appears 
that the United States. Great Britain, 
Japan and probably France, will enter in- 
to an agreement for a reduction of arm- 
ament in accordance -with ike plans sub- 
mitted by Secretary Hughes and will also 
conclude an understanding for the sta- 
bilization of peace in the Pacific. It is 
definitely stated that when this agree- 
ment is made the Anglo-Japanese 'alli- 
ance will be terminated. 


The pledge as to the Pacific it is said, 


5s to cover two points: First, mainten- 
ance of the status-quo of naval bases and 
fortifications in the western Pacific. This 
will permit the United States to fortifv 
Ihe Hawaiian Islands, but it will not pro- 
ceed with fortresses on Gmra. and the 
Philippine Islands. Japan will waive the 
same rights in the case of Bonin and 
other outlying islands. 
Second, should 


any power desire to disturb the status- 
quo or should other differences in regard 
to the situation in the Pacific arise such 
questions shall be submitted to a confer- 
ence of the powers participating in the 
agreement with a view to reaching ^amic- 
able settlement by negotiation. The -un- 
derstanding embracing the Pacific will 
cover the arrangements arrived at for 
' dealing with China and undoubtedly will 
include the proposed withdrawals of oc- 
cupancy and troops, the termination of 
extra-territorial rights; and the safeguard- 
ing of China in the development of free 
and unhampered nationality. 


"Washington dispatches are careful to 


explain this agreernentis'.not to be in the 
form of a treaty or an alliance. It is the 
•view there that the senate would not ra- 
tify a treaty, and that to clothe the en- 


* gagements with the name of either treaty 


or alliance would involve such a depar- 
ture from the originally announced for- 
eign policy of the administration as to 
Le out of the question. Nevertheless, 
whatever name we give to the agreement, 
the fact remains that in substance and in 
truth it is both a treaty and an alliance. 
!A simple promise of two or more nations 
!to maintain the status-quo in any part of 
'•the world is a treaty, whether it is so 


described or not. Similarly it makes no 
difference whether it is a written or an 
oral promise. A contract is a contract 
between individuals whether it is oral or 
•written. Everyone in this country knows 
that when we join with Great Britain 
and Japan for the protection of China, 
the safeguarding of its nationalism and the 
•termination o£ alien territorial leases it 
is equivalent to an alliance against a re- 
petition of .the encroachments or their 
initiation by any other power. If the 
word of any of these nations means any- 
thing, or the written agreement is worth 
the paper bearing it. the parties to it 
would combine against one o£ their 
mem- 


bers or any outside nation seeking to 
violate it. 


AVc believe that {his treaty-alliance is 


wholly desirable and that it will be a trc- 
,mcudous factor for the preservation of 
peace,, SU11, the fact remains that it is in 
every sense the adoption of a policy which 
the Republican party and Mr. Harding 
himself specially declared against in the 
campaign.

Consistency may not 
be a virtue in politics, but it would seem 
the administration is rapidly leading the 
country 'nf o a policy which in every vital 
respect is coincident with that of Prcsi- 


I dent AVilson and which robs the League 


of Xations, particularly witu a few reser- 


vations, of all the terrors its enemies cVer 
ascribed to iL 


If it is conceded that it is desirable to 


guarantee and enforce peace in the Pa- 
cific and the Orient, it follows by the 
same course of reasoning that it is desir- 
able to maintain peace in Europe and 
throughout the rest of the world. Quite 
clearly "it must be done iu all instances 
by the same means, viz: by international 
agreement and by a willingness, expressed 
or implied; to enforce the agreement 
aguiufet those who might violate it. 
If 


this is any different tlianvthe purposes 
and provisions of the League of Nations 
it would be well to have" the difference 
defined by Senator Lodge. Everything 
coming within the agenda of the Wash- 
ington confereucc, or which may be pro- 
posed by it outside the agenda, represents 
commitments precisely like those tinder- 
taken in the League of Nations covenant. 
It makes no difference whether they are 
dignified with the name of treaty or alli- 
ance or whether they are merely a gen- 
tleman's agreement. The object is to pre- 
vent war and enforce peace, and that is 
the object of the League of Nations. If 
it came to a'test of the agreement the 
method used to make it effective would 
have to be exactly like those specifie'd -in 
the League of Nations covenant. AVc are 
really making progress toward the "\Yil- 
soiiiau goal faster than we realize. 


CARRY OUT THE DAWES 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The general object of the establishment 


of the Dawes budget bureau was not only 
•to cut down the expenses of running the 
federal government, but more particular- 
ly to organize the finances of the United 
States along business lines and to coordin- 
ate the several branches, including the le- 
gislative. Gen. Dawcs recommends that 
congress immediately should repeal all 
outstanding, - continuous appropriations 
and revolving funds'. They are channels of 
waste, and. as he says, they are incentives 
to carelessness, shiftlessness and extrava- 
gance. More than this, they tend to keep 
the financial affairs of the government in 
a disorderly state. Stress is laid by Gen. 
Dawes on the lack of departmental coor- 
dination which has hitherto prevailed, and 
he criticizes precedents" that encouraged 
misuse of public funds. Departments vir- 
tually, drew from the treasury such money 
as they needed, and he found the chaos so 
great that it-must have been impossible 
to ascertain the government's exact finan- 
cial condition. 


The first report made by Director Daws 


shows a decrease of $500,000.000 in the 
sum treasury officials recently estimated 
would be required to run the government 
this year and for some years to come. 
This "is economy worth while, and it is 
carrying out President Harding's declared 
purpose to reduce expenditures, and let 
the politicians make the best of it. Had 
he not- created the budget bureau and 
named a man like General Dawes to fill 
it we never should ha\e had this saving. 


The budget bureau is a vigilance bu- 


reau, operating for the president of the 
United States, and keeping him informed 
as to the routine work and expenses. In 
the first place: it aims to effect coordina- 
tion among the departments. It allots suffi- 
cient money to each branch of the gov- 
ernment to conduct business efficiently, 
yet it prevents appropriation of money 
for waste. It fixes certain responsibility 
on congress, too, for the only way thot 
expense estimates «an be exceeded is by 
congressional legislation. This arrange- 
ment should be a decided relief to cou- 
grcss. Reduction of expenses, although it 
is the immediate benefit of the budget sys- 
tem, really is of secondary importance. 
Of greater significance is the adoption of a 
comprehensive plan of supervision, put- 
ting the business of the government on a 
business basis. The plan should have the 
support of all public officials, as it is to 
their personal and official interest to run 
their bureaus and departments in the most 
competent manner.

To 
be sure it is,a little tough on tho monkeys, especial- 
y when they arc left with considerable residual 
paralysis, but at tho same time few of us would 
care to have our most uninteresting children used 
or such experimenting. 


The virus of infantile paralysis may be carried 


or months in diseased tonsils. This is no argument 
igainst the removal of infected tonsils from infants 
ir very young children. There is no argument 
.-gainst the removal of tonsils that are infected or 
diseased, no matter how young the child. Imagine 
what a menace a child or adult would be in the 
:ommunity if he harbored in the throat the virus 
jf such a disease! And a "carrier" may harbor the 
•irus of the disease without himself having had the 
disease, just as in diphtheria; contact with the pa- 
ient may alone suffice to produce the "carrier" 
tate. 
Altho it has been imagined that the virus of in- 


an tile paralysis invaded the body by way of tho 
digestive tract, that is unlikely and unimportant. 
The usual portal of entry is the nose and throat. 
'oliorayelitis is a respiratory infection, just as is 
iphtheria, measles or small pox. 
It cannot be 


ontracted by ordinary contact with the patient. I- or 
nfcction to occur it is necessary for some secretion 
r discharge from nose or throat of the patient to 
nter the nose or throat of the next victim. Spray 
nfection, precisely as in diphtheria, tuberculosis. 
measles, the. flu, and ordinary coryza. Keep out- 
ide the five foot barrage and you won't catch any 
f these diseases unless the patient 
sneezes or 


oughs upon you or toward you with his nose and 


mouth uncovered, in that case he may "get" you 
with a virulent dose of infection as far as 10 feet 
iway.

On those parts of the choir 
seat's against which tho boys' leaned 
during it long service, the old archi- 
tects played many jokes. They carved 
caricatures even of bishops and of the 
popo himself on thcsv small and little 
seen mi^serores, and some of the scenes 
which they depicted wero not only 
^profane, but obscene." 


WORLD HISTORY IN STOXE 


An almost literal history of the 


world is to bo found In tho can-Ings 
and 
sculptures of the 
churches, 


temples and cathedraJs of various 
peoples, and it is highly desirable that 
modern architects should continue to 
record events in this way. Search for 
carvings shedding light on the life of 
ancient times is constantly going on, 
especially in the dim nooks and cran- 
nies of medieval churches, wlu'ch often 
conceal specimens of. a most sardonic 
cluiracter. As the meaning is often 
conveyed by means «of anim.als, a 
knowl'edge of animal symbols is neces- 
sary in order to understand a good 
many of them. 


In tho eleventh and twelfth cen- 


turies symbolical animals played a 
conspicuous part in church furniture 
and architecture. This was largely be- 
cause tho congregations of those days 
could not read, and the only %vay they 
could absorb^ religious' and other in- 
struction was through symbols of 
commonly understood meaning. Thus, 
tho lamb, the lion, the wolf, 
the 


hor&o. fox, ass and eagle all had their 
significance. 
The church was 
fre- 


quently represented as a flock of 
sheep or doves; tho soul of man by a 
serpent or a butterfly; the eagle was 
a symbol of protection. and\ the swan, 
not often used, was, like 'the fox, a 
symbol of hypocrisy and cunning. 


Swans acquired this meaning be- 


cause, according to a. medieval writ- 
er, "they have fine wings and yet can 
scarce raise themselves from 
the 


earth, so that they are of no uso-to 
them; besides the feathers of a swan 
arc white, to perfection, but their 
flesh is very black, as are hypocrites, 
appearing outwardly virtuous and 
bein? inwardly wicked." 


The fox won his reputation for cun- 


ning owing to the legend that "when 
a fox is hungry, it lies down in a fur- 
row of the field and covers itself part- 
ly with earth, as though it had been 
long dead. Then the ravens and other 
rapacious birds come> to devour it, at 
which it suddenly leaps up and tears 
them to pieces." 


These symbols, so useful in 
the 


teaching of .Christianity, were equally 
potent when directed against it, so 
that, as E. P. Evans tells us, in his in- 
teresting book, "Animal Symbolism, in 
Ecclesiastical Architecture," with the 
growth" of religious skepticism and 
schism this symbology gradually and 
almost 
imperceptibly merged into 


satire. "This reached its most marked 
phase about a thousand years ago and 
to this day satire lias been used ex- 
tensively in church - design, perhaps 
with malicious intent in some in- 
stances, but more generally to point 
a quickly grasped moral." 


One of the most interesting speci- 


mens of medieval satire is a carving 
on the stall in the cathedral of Amiens 
showing a fox preaching1 to a flock of 
domestic fowls. The pulpit is in the 
form of a tray, and the preacher is 
reaching over the edge, as if zealously 
expounding the Scriptures, but really 
for tho purpose of seizing a hen. 
whose* devout interest in tho sermon 
has brought her into dangerous prox- 
imity to the eager-eyed and rapacious 
gospelcr. " 


Another specimen which shows two 
| men mounted, one on a, goose and'thc 
other on a ho£. and each armed with 
a spear, undoubtedly the caricature of 
a tournament, proves that the old ar- 
chitects did not always confine their 
jibes to the church but poked fun at 
other generally respected institutions 
of their day.

milk regularly, without fail, we never think of the long 
story that goes before. And because we've never had to go 
without, we never consider what that would mean to us— 
never consider that thousands of workers are involved in its 
production, that a tremendous industry is going through a 
most interesting evolution. 


Milk Revelations Closely Parallel Advances 


in Medical Science 


Three-quarters of &• century ago there was only the 


grossest ignorance in regard to the secrets of the dairy. 
How these secrete were revealed and their bearings upon the 
health of the community, will take us back to the beginning 
of the study of sanitation, preveutative medicine -and the stu- 
dy of health matters. 


/flic changes to be noted in the milk industry during this 


period relate to sources of supply and the conditions sur- 
rounding them, transportation, progress in the knowledge of 
foods and food sanitation, the improved methods of safe- 
guarding the supply—and most of all. the direct benefits in 
terms of health to the community. 


This period of evolution is very nearly divided into two 


halves—the period from 1846 to 1883 and the period from 
1883 to the present time. During the earlier period, rec- 
ords were not so well kept, and so the minutest details are 
not available. But we have sufficient records to find very 
interesting comparisons. 


Progress Due to Health Departments and More 


Intelligent Milk Dealers 


Jn 1840 there was no state board of health, and the city 


hoard of health gave its attention more to drainage and wa- 
ter supply quarantine, and was groping about as best it 
could, but had not yet seriously considered the milk supply. 
The milk business was carried on by 1.500 small dealers— 
in reality pedlars, who knew little about, the product they 
carried. "VVitli the modern milk plants and the health boards 
now cooperating to the limit, we may look forward to cor- 
responding increase in the public health.
